Grading and Marking Rules, 1996 were published, 
as required by Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce 
(Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) 
under the Notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Rural Areas & Employment 
number G.S.R. 228, dated the 10th April, 1997 at 
pages 1588 to 1594 in the Gazette of India, Part II. 
Section 3, Sub-section (i), inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, before the expiry of a period of forty five 
days from the date on which the copies of the 
Gazette containing the said Notification are made 
available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the public on the 23rd Mav, 
1997; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions 
received from the public in respect of the said draft 
rules have duly been considered by the Central 
Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce 
(Grading and Marking) Act, 1937, (1 of 1937) 
and in supersession of the Poppy Seeds Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1964, except as respects things 
done of omitted to be done before such supersession, 
the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules, namely :— 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.— 
These rules may be called the Poppy Seeds Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall apply to Poppy Seeds (Papaver 
Somniferum) 

(3) They shall come info force from the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definition.—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Government of India; 

(b) “Authorised packer” means a person or 
a body of persons who has been granted 
certificate of authorisation to grade and 
mark Poppy Seeds in accordance with 
the provision of these rules;

(c) “Certificate of authorisation” means 
certificate issued under the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988; 

(d) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended 
to these rules. 

3. Grade designation.—The grade designations 
to indicate the quality of the Poppy Seeds shall be 
as set out in column 1 of Schedule 111. 

4. Definition of quality.—Tire quality indicated 
by such grade designation and general characteri¬ 
stics shall be as set out against each grade designa¬ 
tion in columns 2 to 7 of Schedule HI. 

5. Grade designation mark.—The grade designa¬ 
tion marks shall consist of,— 

(i) a label specifying name of the produce, 
grade designation and bearing a design 
consisting of an outline map of India with 
word “AGMARK” and figure of the 
rising sun resembling the one as set out 
in Schedule-I; 

(ii) “Agmark Replica” consisting of a design 
incorporating the number of certificate of 
authorisation, the word “AGMARK”, 
name of the produce, grade designation 
and resembling the one as set out in 
Schedule-II; 

Provided that the use of AGMARK replica in 
lieu of AGMARK labels shall be allowed only to 
such authorised packers who have been granted 
permission by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
or an Officer authorised by him in this behalf and 
subject to the conditions prescribed under the 
General Grading and Marking, Rules, 1988. 

6. Method of packing.—(1) The graded article 
shall be packed in clean, sound and dry containers 
using lining of polypropyelene, in jute bags, cloth 
bags, polywoven bags, paper bags only; 

(2) In die case of consumer packs polyethylene 
or polypropylene of minimum 100 microns and 
metallised polyester voucher or any other packing 
materials as may be required by the buyer and 
approved by the Agricultural Markedng Adviser or 
an Officer authorised by him in this regard shall be 
used, provided that the packing material is manu¬ 
factured out of food grade materials as permitted 
under prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955; 

(3) The containers shall be free from insect 
infestation, fungus contamination, deleterious sub¬ 
stances and any undesirable or obnoxious smell; 

(4) Suitable number ot consumer packets con - 
tabling graded material of the same grade designa¬ 
tion and from the same lot batch may be packed in 
master containers, such as wooden cases, cardboard 
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the State Grading Laboratory or Private 
Commercial Laboratory approved for the 
purpose; 


cartons, subject to the condition that each consumer 
pack shall carry appropriate grade designation 
mark, and the detail thereof shall be indicated on 
the tie-on label affixed to the master container; 

(5) Each container shall be security closed and 
suitably seal. 

7. Method of Marking.—(1) The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall be securely affixed to Or clearly 
and indelibly marked on the container— 


(2) The premises for processing, grading and 
packing shall be maintained in perfect 
hygienic and sanitary conditions ; 

(3) The personnel engaged in these opera¬ 
tions shall be in sound health and free 
from any contagious disease. 


(2) In addition to the grade designation mark 
the following particulars shall be clearly and inde¬ 
libly marked on the container— 

(i) Name and address of the packer; 

(ii) Place of packing; 

(iii) Date of packing in month and year; 

(iv) Net weight; 

(v) Lot|batch number; 

(vi) Price; 

(vii) Date of expiry. 

(2) In additiou to the grade designaion mark 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or any Officer authorised by him in this 
behalf, in accordance with rule 11 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, affix his private 
trade mark or trade brand label on graded pack¬ 
ages provided that the same does not indicate 
quality or grade other than that indicated by the 
grade designation mark affixed to the graded pack¬ 
ages in accordance with these rules. 

8. Special conditions for Grant of Certificate of 
Authorisation.—In addition of the conditions speci¬ 
fied in sub-rule (8) of rule 3 of the General Grad¬ 
ing and Marking Rules, 1988, the following shall 
be the additional conditions for grant of certificate 
of authorisation for grading and marking Poppy 
Seeds under the rules, namely— 

(1) The authorised packer shall either set up 
his own laboratory manned by a qualified 
chemist approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser or an Officer authori¬ 
sed by him in this behalf in accordance 
with rule 9 of the General Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1988, for testing the 
quality of Poppy Seeds or have access to

(d) be in sound merchantable condition; 

(e) be free from rancidity, rodant contaminations, insect infestation, added colouring matter; 

(f) comply with the restrictions in regard to afiatoxin content, metallic contaminants and insccticide/pesticide 
residues, poisonous metals, crop contaminants, naturally occurring toxic substances as prescribed under the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955. 


Explanation:— 

(1) Organic extraneous matter—means vegetative matter of plants other than Poppy seeds.

G.S.R. 14.—Whereas the draft of Bura Sugar 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1996 were published, 
as required by Section 3 of the Agricultural Pro¬ 
duce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 
1937) under the Notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Rural Area and Employ¬ 
ment number G.S.R. 227, dated the 10th April, 
1997 at pages 1581 to 1588 in the Gazette of India, 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), inviting objec¬ 
tions and suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected thereby, before the expiry of a period of 
forty five days from the date on which the copies 
of the Gazette containing the said Notification are 
made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the public on the 30th May, 
1997; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions 
received from the public in respect of the sai4 draft 
rules have duly been considered by the Central 
Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce 
(Grading and Marking) Act, 1937, (1 of 1937) and 
in supersession of the Bura (Grading and 
Marking) Rules, 1943 except as respects things 
done or omitted to be done before such supersession 
the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and application.—(1) These rules 
shall be called the Bura Sugar Grading and Mark¬ 
ing Rules, 1997; 

2. They shall apply to Bura amorphous Sugar 
produced by reboiling without the use or vacuum 
pans or evaporators or a solution of any form of 
sugar; 

3. They shall come into force from the date of 
their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definition.—In these rules, unless the con¬ 
text, otherwise requires— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Government of India; 

(b) “Authorised packer” means a person or 
a body of persons who has been granted 
certificate of authorisation to grade and 
mark Bura in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of these rules; 

(c) “Certificate of authorisation” means a 
certificate issued under the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988; 


3. Grade designation.—The grade designation 
to indicate the quality of Bura Sugar shall be as 
set out in column 1 of Schedule II. 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indicated 
by such grade designation and general characteri¬ 
stics shall be as set out against each grade designa¬ 
tion in columns 2 to 8 of Schedule II. 

5. Grade of designation mark.—The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall consist of— 

• (i) a label specifying name of the produce, 
grade designation and bearing a design 
consisting of an outline map of India 
with the word “AGMARK” and figure 
of the rising sun resembling the one as 
set out in Schedule I; 

(ii) “AGMARK replica” consisting of a de¬ 
sign incorporating the number of certi¬ 
ficate of authorisation, the word’ 
“AGMARK”, name of the produce and 
grade designation resembling fhe one as 
set out in Schedule I-A; 

Provided that the use of AGMARK replica in 
lieu of AGMARK labels shall be allowed only to 
such authorised parkers wno have been granted 
permission by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
or an officer authorised by him in this regard and 
subject to the conditions prescribed under the 
General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988. 

6. Method of packing.—(1) The graded article 
shall be packed in clean, sound and dry containers 
such as jute bags, polywoven bags, paper bags using 
water proof lining of 100 microns polyethelene or 
polypropylene and/or any other packing material 
as may be required by the buyer and/or approv¬ 
ed by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser of any 
other officer authorised by him 1 in this behalf pro¬ 
vided that the packing material is manufactured 
out of food grade materials as peiruitted under the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 ; 

(2) Containers wfn'ch have been previously used 
for commodity likely to cause damage or impart 
any obnoxious flavour odour or other undesirable 
characteristics to the Bura, shall not be employed ; 

(3) Bura Sugar prepared from Khand shall be 
packed separately h om Bura Sugar made from 
factory sugar and each container shall contain 
Bura Sugar of one conform quality and grade. 

(4) The container shall be free from insect 
infestation, fungus contamination, deleterious sub¬ 
stances and any undesirable or obnoxious smell; 
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(5) Suitable number of consumer packets con¬ 
taining graded material of the same grade desig¬ 
nations and from the same lotjbatch may be pack¬ 
ed in master containers, such as wooden cases and 
cardboard cartons subject to the conditions that 
each consumer pack shall earn,' appropriate grade 
designation mark and the details thereof, shall be 
indicated on the tie-on lable allixed to the master 
container; 

(6) Each container shall be securely closed and 
suitably sealed. 

7. Method of Marking—(1) The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall be securely affixed to or clearly 
and indelibly printed on each container; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, 
and name of the commodity the following parti¬ 
culars shall be clearly and indelibly marked on the 
container: 

ga) Kama and address of the packer; 

(b) Place of packing; 

(c) Date of packing in month and year; 

(d) Net weight; 

(e) Lot/Batch number ; 

(f) Price ; 

(g) Date of expiry; 

(3) An authorised packer may, after obtaining 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Ad¬ 
viser or any officer authorised by him in this behalf, 
in accordance with rule 11 of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1988, affix his private trade 
mark or trade brand label on graded packages, 
provided that the same does not indicate quality 
other than that indicated by the grade designation 
mark affixed to the graded packages. 

8. Special conditions for grant of certificate of 
authorisation.—In addition to the conditions speci¬ 
fied in sub-rule (8) of rule 3 of the General Grad¬ 
ing and Marking Rules, 1988, the following shall 
be additional conditions for grant of certificate of 
authorisation for grading and marking Bura under 
these rules, namely ;— 

(1) The authorised packer shall either set up 
his own laboratory manned by a quali¬ 
fied chemist approved by the Agricultu¬ 
ral Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorised by him in this behalf in ac¬ 
cordance with rule-9 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, for 
testing of quality of Bura Sugar or have 
access to the State grading laboratory or 
private commercial laboratory approved 
for the purposes: 

(2) The premises for processing, grading and 
packing shall be maintained; in perfect 
hygienic and sanitary conditions; 


(3) The personnel engaged in these opera¬ 
tions shall be in sound health and free 
from any contagious disease ; 

(4) The grading laboratory shall be fully 
equipped with all necessary chemicals 
and apparatus for testing the commodity; 

(5) The authorised packer shall provide all 
necessary facilities and assistance to the 
approved chemist for carrying out the 
grading and marking of the commodity; 

(6) The authorised packer shall maintain 
proper records of analysis and grading 
of Bura Sugar.
